--(ii) comprises first and second heater elements each made of a material with 
a specific resistivity in a range of about 0.01-0.10 Ohm-mm 2 /m. wherein the first and 
second heater elements are adjacent to each other in spaced apart relationship to form 
soaced-apart holgs of predetermined shape and distribution within the heater element 
plane so as to provide a desired value of working resistance of the heater element for 
generating a reguired heat power, one of said first and second heater elements having 
different resistance and different surface areas as compared to each other such that 
one has relatively high resistance and relatively low surface area serving as a heater 
and other serving as a distributor, the heating unit when connected to the power source 
thereby providing substantially homogeneous temperature field in the vicinity of the 
heating unit.- - .

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Bikovsky (WO 97/09866) discloses on paper 12, lines 14-19, heating elements 

with a specific resistivity in the recited range of 0.01-0.10 Ohm-mm 2 /m. However 
Bikovsky does not teach or suggest a heating device for heating a body comprising a 
heating unit having first and second elements having different resistance and different 
surface areas as compared to each other such that one has relatively high resistance 
and relatively low surface area serving as a heater and the other serving as a 
distributor. Although Bikovsky (WO 01/72249) on page 7 discloses the concept of using 
a first element as a heater and a second larger surface area element as a diffuser or 
distributor to be closer to the body, the publication date (10/4/01) disqualifies the 
reference as prior art.
